that a 20-foot setback be provided and 


that masonry facades are built along 
the front and first 200 feet of the sides 
of buildings fronting on Jupiter Rd. 
Bob McCurley opposed the zoning. 
He suggested that LI-2 be restricted to 
areas away from m ajor thorough­ 
fares. He also recommended that 
sim ilar LI-2 zoning be imposed along 
Coit Rd. 
In other action, the commission 
rezoned two blocks in Prairie Creek 
Estates II to SF-2. Although zoned 2F- 
1 duplex, the property has already 
been deed restricted to SF-2 homes 
ranging from 2,000 to 2,400 square feet 
floor area. 
The final plat of Hunters' Glen 5A 
was tabled until a representative of 
Folsom Investments is present.

The general got lost in the specific 
for awhile Monday night, but Plan­ 
ning and Zoning C om m issioners 
solved their dilemma with a com­

H arold Savage had asked the 
commission to define the proper 
classification for a heating and air 
conditioning shop which is not men­ 
tioned specifically in the zoning or­ 
dinance. 
Savage H eating and Air Con­ 
ditioning is located at 150114th St. in a 
retail classification. Savage had been 
operating the business with a cer­ 
tificate of occupancy for retail sales; 
but when he decided to expand the 
building to provide additional space 
for the fabrication of ducts, the code 
enforcement departm ent determined 
that he was in violation of his cer­ 
tificate and zoning classification. 
Chief Building Official Ralph Shick 
and City Planner Bob Buffington told 
Savage his business should be con­ 
ducted in a light commercial zone if 
he intended to do any fabrication 
work. 
Savage appealed to the commission 
to determine whether, since about 95 
percent of his business is retail sales 
and service, he could operate in a 
retail area. 
While attem pting to decide where 
such a business should be located, 
several 
com m issioners 
got 
sidetracked on the question of what 
would happen to Savage’s business if 
they upheld the staff’s interpretation. 
Commissioners acknowledged that 
heating 
and 
air 
conditioning 
businesses fall into the commercial 
category if any fabrication is done but 
noted that Savage’s shop presents no 
problems in its location. 
Jim Rice pointed out that if such a 
business were allowed in retail zones, 
any heating and air conditioning shop 
could be established in any shopping 
He got

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - A $708 
million public school finance bill 
narrowly survived a m ajor revision, 
but opponents of the m easure still are 
pushing for adoption of more than 30 
amendments. 
The House Monday defeated 80-65 
an attem pt by Rep. Luther Jones, D- 
E1 Paso, to reduce by $184 million the 
amount of money the bill distributes 
in additional state aid to all 1,117 
school districts, and to channel the 
money to the state’s poorest districts. 
Jones and other House liberals 
argued the additional money for the 
poor districts is necessary to bring 
about equalization in public school 
education in Texas. 
Rep. John Bryant, D-Dallas, argued 
the school finance bill prepared by the 
House Education Committee gives 
each school district about $100 per 
child in additional state funds, but 
does nothing to reduce the m argin 
betw een the education children 


receive in rich and poor districts. 
"W here you have some students 
that have $1,000 spent on them and 
others have $5,000 spent on them, 
that’s im m oral and unjust,” Bryant 
told the sponsor of the bill. "I don’t see 
how anyone who goes to church every 
Sunday could vote for that. If you give 
the rich districts the sam e as you give 


the poor districts, and nobody gets 
very much, you’re not going to change 
anything.” 
Bryant said the school finance issue 
has been before the legislature for five 
years without being resolved, and 
said, 
“ This legislature has been 
ignorant and imprudent over the past 
few years.”

declared the winner of Saturday’s 
runoff election in a special Monday 
morning session of the City Council. 
In the official canvass of ballots, 
Harvard received 855 votes or 65 
percent of those cast compared to his 
opponent Cecil Grattafiori Jr. who 
won 659 votes for 34.9 percent. 
Sixteen votes were declared invalid 
because voters selected two can­ 
didates or punched the wrong num­ 
ber. 
East side ballots were broken down 
as 271 for G rattafiori and 137 for 
Harvard, while H arvard carried the 
Westside 688 to 369. H arvard won 30 
absentee ballots to G rattafiori’s 19. 
A total of 1,530 votes were cast in the 
election for Place 5 on the council.

Proud Of Birds

Jess Ijove stroked 
his prize rooster Cuddles, a 
even-time 
winner 
now 
retired to the security of a 
brood yard, and suggested 
his chickens have it a lot 
better than birds bred for the 
frying pan 
“ Anybody 
who 
raises 
chickens for the sport takes 
better care of them than 
anyone,” he said. “A sick 
chicken is no good to 
anyone.” 
They have a fighting 
chance to live and fighting is 
what they live for, he said 
“ They’re not made to 
fight. 
It is natural with 
them." 
Love, a truck driver, 
stared 
intently 
into 
a 
rooster s eyes as shadows 
from a small fleet of 18- 
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wheelers stretched across 
the grassy lawn at his home 
in the Kiamichi Mountain 
area 
of 
southeastern 
Oklahoma 
“You can tell when the 
chickens are feeling good,” 
he said “They dance around 
and their pupils get big and 
small.” 
Satisfied, he thrust the 
rooster 
within 
pecking 
distance of a chicken cradled 
in the arms of his wife, 
Helen 
“ I let ‘em bill to make ‘em 
mad,” he explained 
Once on the ground, the 
birds tore at each other 
furiously until the couple 
pulled them apart and 
removed 
the 
leather 
sparring muffs secured to 
the 
cock’s 
spurs 
for 
protection 
All of Love’s 
gamecocks had a turn, 
giving him an idea which 
were most ready for action 
in the pit. 
He owns IOO cocks and 
fights a different set every 
two weeks at a club south of 
McAlester, where he is a top 
contender for the Sportsman 
of the Year award. 
Cockfighting is legal and 
popular in Oklahoma. Pits 
have been estim ated to 
average one per county and 
an operation near Disney in 
northeastern Oklahoma has 
a 2,600-foot air strip and 
more than 50 cockhouses. 
The Oklahoma Court of 
Criminal Appeal sanctioned 
cockfighting in 1963, ruling 
chicken fights are 
not 
prohibited by state laws 
against cruelty to animals. 
The last time the issue 
came before the legislature 
it drew national publicity. 
“In every country of the 
world taken over by Com­ 
munists. one of the first 
things they do is outlaw 
cockfighting,” Rep John 
Monks told the House. “If we 
ban cockfighting, then the 
next thing we ban, I suppose, 
will be boxing and then 
football.”

In East Texas 
Tower History Eyed

There are 113 fire towers 
standing watch over the 
forests of East Texas, and 
many of them are not being 
used much any more and 
most people take them for 
granted But according to M. 
V. Dunmire, a retired Texas 
Forest Service forester from 
Lufkin, the towers have a 
colorful history 
In 1933, Dunmire started 
work with the Texas Forest 
Service as a foreman in the 
Kirbyville Civilian Con­ 
servation 
Corps 
Camp 
There were then only three 
steel towers 
in Texas, 
located on the state forests in 
Kirbyville, 
Conroe 
and 
Maydelle. 
“ We used mostly tree 
cabs,” said Dunvire “A tree 
cab was a small shelter, 
something like a deer blind, 
built in a tall tree.” 
Normally these cabs were 
placed on the highest hill in 
the 
area 
and 
a 
fire 
patrolman could climb the 
tree to check for fires. 
Was it hazardous? 
“No, not as long as a man 
was careful and kept the 
telephone pole climbing 
spikes on his boots tight in 
the tree’s trunk,” says 
Dunmire 
The 
forest 
patrolman 
would go to the tree cab on 
dry windy days to look for 
smokes. If he spotted a 
smoke, the patrolman would 
ride to it on horseback and 
fight the fire with a shovel 
and a fire flap made of old 
sawmill belting material. 
In i919, when organized 
fire detection and control 
efforts began in East Texas, 
there were 
no 
towers, 
tractors or radio com­ 
munications. 
The 
full 
responsibility for forest fire 
control was carried by the 
individual patrolman 
During the 1930’s, wooden 
and a few steel fire towers 
were erected to take the 
place of tree cabs. All of the 


towers were furnished by the 
federal government and put 
up by the CCC. 
With the new towers, the 
communication system was 
improved by the installation 
of a single wire telephone 
network reaching every 
tower. A patrolman could 
then call in a fire location 
and have large numbers of 
CCC boys dispatched to fight 
it. 
Finally, the wooden fire 
towers began to wear out 
and were replaced with steel 
towers. 
“Location of fires from 
towers is accurate,” says 
Dunmire, “if you have two 
towers reporting the same 
fire. All that is required is 
the direction to the fire from 
both towers plotted on a map 
and you have found the fire.” 
The 
problem 
with 
detection of fires from 
towers is that it requires 
hours of nonproductive work 
to locate fires. So, after 
World 
War 
II, 
surplus 
government 
radios 
and 
planes were introduced to 
improve fire detection. 
“ Bill Hartman, P. R. 
Wilson, who recently passed 
away, and I worked on the 
beginning of the aerial .'ire 
patrol 
in Texas,” 
said 
Dunmire. 
It is cheaper in the long 
run to fly patrol planes, 
because it releases the 
personnel to do education 
and forest management 
work when firefighting isn’t 
going on Also, a plane can 
cover more area with less 
manpower and fly right over 
a fire to give more specific 
information on size and rate 
of spread. 
Did you ever think the fire 
tower would become ob­ 
solete when they were being 
built? 
“No,” said Dunmire, “But 
as years passed, it became 
obvious that cheaper and 
more efficient methods of 
fire detection would be 


needed.” 
One plane can do the work 
of 40 men in fire towers. That 
is not to say fire towers are 
not still used during periods 
of high fire danger. But on a 
daily basis, the plane is far 
more effective in spotting 
and locating a fire. 
“ People 
have 
more 
respect for forest fires and 
the damage they cause than 
they once had. The don’t do 
things 
like 
tie 
lighted 
kerosene rags to a buzzard’s 
tail and let it fly around 
starting fires until the 
buzzard—and the woods 
burn up,” he said 
“ If nothing else, I hope the 
towers serve as a reminder 
to everyone that care with 
fire will help protect the 
forests that are so valuable 
to Texas,” Dunmire con­ 
cluded.

For several years I 
had spells of passing out and 
was out for three hours one 
day and taken to the hospital. 
After a lot of tests my blood 
sugar was down to 40 I am on 
a high protein, no sugar, low 
carb o h y d rate diet and am 
okay as long as I stay on it. My 
doctor told me and put on all 
my papers that I had hyperin- 
sulm ism 
but someone else 
said it was just hypoglycemia 
DEAR READER - If that 
s o m e o n e e ls e h ad y o u r 
problem he m ight not think it 
was just hypoglycemia. 
Hypoglycemia 
(low blood 
sugar) can be caused by many 
factors. Liver disease is one 
cause A rebound type of reac­ 
tion that occurs from rapid 
em ptying of the stom ach is 
another cause, as m ay occur 
after a stom ach operation. It 
can occur after drinking too 
m uch alcohol or from a varie­ 
ty of complex enzyme distur­ 
bances. It can also occur 
because of d isease of the 
adrenal glands. 
Low blood 
sugar is a sym ptom not a 
diagnosis. 
O ne of th e c a u s e s of 
hypoglycem ia 
is an ov er­ 
production of insulin. The ab­ 
n o rm a lity and hence the 
diagnosis then is hyperin-

Girl Invades Baseball 


Judge's Permission Paves The Way 


By K A Y MCCARTHY 
OKLAHOMA CITY (UPI) — Sally Allen has a judge’s 
permission to play baseball with the boys and hopes to 
be in the Millwood High School lineup for the district 
tournament starting Thursday. 
“ITI just go back and do my best like I did before,” 
said Sally, 17. ‘TTI at least get the chance to go back 
and play again.” 
District Judge Homer Smith Monday issued a 
temporary order restraining the Oklahoma Secondary 
Schools Activities Association, its board of directors 
and the Millwood school district from keeping the girl 
off the team. He said a hearing would follow but did not 
set a date. 
Nick Wilson, attorney for the schools association, 
warned if the girl were allowed to play on the boys’ 
team boys would have to be allowed to play on girls’ 
teams. 
“A girls’ team could be composed of boys with just a 
few girls,” he said. ‘‘It could wreak complete havoc on 
our high school girl’s basketball program.” 
Miss Allen, a reserve outfielder, said she was 
selected over 12 or 13 boys earlier in the season to suit 


up for the team. 
The judge said there was evidence she could suffer 
‘‘irreparable harm” if not allowed to play for the team 
this week because of the pending district tournament. 
The association last week ruled her ineligible 
because of a rule saying coed participation was allowed 
in a sport only if there was no comparable sport for the 
opposite sex. Under association rules, she could 
wrestle or play football on the boys’ team, but not 
baseball. 
Gene Allen, the girl’s father, filed a $6,000 sex 
discrimination lawsuit on her behalf, alleging the rule 
violated her 14th Amendment rights and the Civil 
Rights Act. Allen is president of the Millwood School 
Board, meaning he had sued himself. 
Wilson argued softball was comparable to baseball. 
He said the association sanctions girls’ softball, 
although Millwood does not have a team. 
“The only thing that is required is the opportunity. 
The opportunity is there,” he said. 
But Miss Allen said there was not enough interest for 
a girls’ softball team at Millwood this year and last 
year it was “not very organized.”
